..For most Heidelberg players, 
playing against South Mel- 

‘ bourne Hellas is a special event. 
Fullback lan McKie is no differ- 
ent, but McKie's pride and joy is 
playing well in a winning Hei- 
delberg team against West Ad- 
elaide Hellas. 


‘| guess you could say that I hate West Ad- 
elaide in a, way,” said the former Westad play- 
er, now.one of the most reliable and under- 
rated defenders in the National League. 

“<I was one of the young guys at Westad who 
was made a scapegoat whenever we didn’t get 
results,”” said the 23 year old. 

He was referring to the last two of his: three 
seasons with the South Australian club. His 
first season at Westad, 1980, saw him make 15 
NSL appearances but the next two seasons he 
found himself in and out of the side. 

Westad finished second bottom in 1980, Fast 
in 198] and 9th in 1982. 

“Il go out of my way. to try and play well 
against West Adelaide now. When I was there, 
I was a lot younger and you tend to just keep 
your mouth shut when you. think you’re hard 
done by,” 

McKie was born in Motherwell in Scotland 
but spent most of his early years in Wolver- 
hampton in England. There he played with his 
school team: on Saturdays and local club 
Apollo'on Sundays. 

. His first Australian club was Salisbury East 
and when he was 15 he switched to Salisbury 
United, now in State League First Division, 
but in Second Division when McKie joined. He 
transferred to Enfield Victoria for two 
seasons after just one year with United and 
after playing weil for Enfield in a pre-season 
friendly against Westad, was spotted and 
signed by then Westad coach Gerry Chaldi. 

But as Westad struggled, the committee 
took the easy option, and a procession of 
coaches did little to help McKie’s cause. Up 
until joining Heidelberg in 1983, McKie played 
under Chaldi, Billy Birch, Peter Jaksa and 
Alan Vest, 

Although McKie never fully established 
himself at Westad, his talents didn’t go unnoti- 
ced, Perhaps the then Heidelberg coach, Ken 
Morton knew that McKie had played for South 
Australia in national carnivals at under-15,16 
and youth levels and was in the senior state 
squad for games against Vardar Skopje of Yu- 
goslavia and Victoria, 

Whatver the reason, Morton did McKie and 
Heidelberg a favor when he signed McKie for 
the 1983 Season after. McKie had asked Westad 
for a move. 

"It wasn't easy at first at Heidelberg. 
Hardly anyone outside South Australia knew 
much about me as a player and when I came 
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Pac a na 
lan McKie of Heidelberg 


to Heidelberg, Arthur McMillan was captain 
and playing well at fullback," said McKie. 

But once McMillan was injured and McKie 
got his chance, he never looked back. 

‘| had a lot to prove when I came to Mel- 
bourne. [t was a bit rugged at first because I 
was in a flat and I didn’t know a lot of people 
over here,” 

But McKie quickly made his mark, beating 
a succession of so-called stars. It’s playing 
agaiust the big name players which gives him 
most satisfaction. 

“T enjoy taking on wingers with big reputa- 
tions, guys like Phil O'Connor, when the 
National League was a truly national com- 
petition, and Zdravko Lujic of Footscray.”’ 

Now that McKie has established himself in 
the NSL does he want to take the final step and 
win national team recognition? 

“My ambition is the same as every other 
player in the country. We all want to play for 
Australia, The way things are shaping, Alan 
Davidson looks like playing right back in the 
World Cup games and he’s got to be one of the 
best players ever produced by Australia, so 
it’s going to be hard to get his spot.” 

His immediate aim, however, is to get 
success with Heidelberg. He came mighty 
close last year when the Bergers went down 
4-2 to South Melbourne Hellas in the National 
Conference final.

That meeting will be 
held on Sunday, June 30, when all committee positions 
will be put to the vote. Goulopoulos won't be standing 
for re-election, 

“Since my resignation, members have approached 
me and asked me to come back. I’m confident that if I 
stood, I'd get over 75 percent of the vote but I’ve been 
asking myself whether I need this, whether I deserve 
to be undermired like this, whether I can properly 
serve the club in such a climate, and I’ve decided not 
to stand,”’ said Goupolouos. 

Significantly, the current committee, with Steve 
Stefanidis as acting president, has not asked Goulo- 
poulos to stand for re-eletion. The favorite for the 
presidency is former secretary Spiros Rombotis. > 

“When I was a committeeman, I served my presi- 
dents well. I supported my presidents. I worked under 
both Jim Mangopoulos and Arthur Loustas and backed 
them in any way I could. You could say that I served 
my apprenticeship under these guys, and it was one of 
the happiest moments of my life when I was elected 
president,”’ said Goulopoulos. 

“We've had problems but we’ve met them head-on. 
A couple of years ago we had the Juan Toro affair 
where one player, not by his own doing but by the way 
other players acted, threatened to split the club in 
half. Certain members promised massive sponsorship 
and got to a petition to sack the committee and hold 
new elections. One guy even came along and said that 
he’d give the club $120,000 and that he wanted to be 
president. 

“Then we had a big move, from Olympic Park to 
Olympic Village. That was the source of a lot of dis- 
content among the committee but I believe to this 
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day, that that move is the most significant thing that’s 
taken place during my term as president. However, I 
don’t believe that the committee and the members 
have been active enough in establishing the club at the 
Olympic Village.” 

Has the discontent which is evident at committee is 
level spilled over onto the playing side? Coach Brian 
Garvey told his player after the loss of Melbourne 
Croatia the other week that he'd be resigning. Garvey 
changed his mind the next day. 

Garvey is annoyed that what he told his players in 
confidence, was leaked to the press. Goulopoulos also 
is annoyed at leaks made by committeemen to the 
press. 


“Confidential documents tabled at committee 
meetings this year have appeared in the press. It’s 
obvious that they’ve been leaked, which shows what 
sort of loyalty and trust exists in the committee, I’ve 
had a campaign mounted against. me through the 
press, obviously sparked by committeemen, and 
there's no excuse for such action, 

“But the club is bigger than the individual. The 
people who have put themselves above the club and 
abused their positions of authority will find that out 
soon enough. 


“I’ve been accused of all sorts of things but I've 
always regarded myself a servant of the club. The 
club will survive, whatever happens at the extra- 
ordinary general meeting, and that’s the main thing. 
I’m not turning my back on the club,’’ 


So is it likely that another change of heart could 
take place before June 30? 

“No way. Not this time, 

“I have been taken for granted long enough. Sure, if 
the club needs me at some point in the future, then Pll 
consider coming back but if that happens then it'll be 
on my terms. 

“Anyway, the way things are going, we'll soon be 
franchising soccer clubs. I like that idea. I could get a 
group of businessmen together and we could buy the 
ee for Heidelberg. Yes, I'd be involved in

Group winner qualifies for finals, runner-up 
to play off with Oceania group winner. 
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Nothing changes. Despite 
moans of discontent — in 
this column and elsewhere 
— at the beginning of the 
season, violent football is 
rampant still on Australian 
soccer fields. 


Weeks before the NSL campaign began 
I was among those who decried the un- 
punished brutality that was being allowed 
to fester, suggesting that the ASF, with 
the help of the referees’ body, legislate to 
stamp out the on-fieid ugliness. 

It has not happened, In those terms, the 
game is as ugly as it was in 1984, 

Though what peeves me most is the 
degree of violence exhibited in NSL 
games, the incidents which attracted eight 
yeliow cards in the recent international 
tournament final, hardly set the right 
example. 

In my view, at least five of those in- 
cidents — so violent and displaying such 
cynical expediency on the part of the of- 
fenders — should have attracted the red 
card. 

And 1 include among them the three in- 
cidents which brought yellow cards for 
Murphy, Ratcliffe and Jennings. 


After my recent comments on television 
about the brutal Sydney City — St George 
derby it the Sydney Athletic Field, I was 
taken to task by an NSL player who sym- 
pathised but suggested I take note of the 
referee's part in such games. 


“The main problem,” he wrote, ‘‘is the 
total lack of respect by our players for the 
referees and who can blame them? 

“The referees seem unable to grasp the 
game in a manner which encourages good 
play. Trivial offences seem to be the most 
significant ones punished. Serious, over- 
the-top tackles, late tackles and off-the- 
bull incidents go unnoticed by officials as 
if they were part of normal play." 

The same player cites as a vivid 
example the horrific incident in the recent 
game between Sydney Croatia and Sydney 
Olympic, in which Chris Kalantzis can be 
thankful that his knee was not snapped in 
two by a high tackle from a Croatia play- 
cy, 

“The incident going completely unnoti- 
ced,"’ wrote the player, “‘only sickens the 
players and downgrades the referees in 
the player's eyes.” 

The Croatia player writes another view- 
er, “deserved a red card. Yet he did not 
even get a warning und the referee grin- 
ned as if to say everything was alright,"’

Having viewed the incident over and 
over ugain on video, I'm prepared to be- 
lieve that referee Peter Rampley did not 
see the foul properly. He appeared to have 
been standing behind the offending player 
when the tackle was made and the foul 
could well have been obscured from 
Rampley's view. 


But what of his linesmen? Surely one of 
the two linesmen would have caught a 
good eye of the incident. 

Yes, but here too there’s a problem. Be- 
cause Rampley would have been much 
closer to the incident that either linesman, 
those linesmen would have been in no posi- 
tion to even try to persuade the referee to 
alter his decision. 

If the referee was certain he saw all 
that he needed to see, and he was close to 
the incident — which he was — then the 
linesman, regardless of what he thought 
he saw, would have to say that the referee 
had been a better judge. 

That leaves the referees’ inspector. I'm 
told that in this case — by a most unfortu- 
nate quirk of fate -—- the inspector’s view 
was blocked in the very split second the 
tackle was made. 

Had he seen the incident clearly, he 
would have filed his report after the 
match and deducted points from the refer- 
ee’s performance. 

So by a strange and unlucky network of 
events not only did the foul go unpunished 
but there were no repercussions for the 
referee or any of his officials. 

As for video evidence later on, FIFA 
has a policy ‘that is official and goes dead 
against the use of video evidence to judge 
referees. So our Referees Federation will 
not and cannot even question the referee 
after it seeing indisputable video evidence 
that the referee was wrong, 

But other people can, which leads me 
back to the ASF and the NSL which joint- 
ly, are responsible for stamping out vio- 
lence. 

The Kalantzis incident was alarming 
und there was nothing to stop ASF or NSL 
Officials from reacting after they had seen 
the video. 

Not perhaps to ask for direct action 
against the referee, but certainly to 
convey loud words of encouragement for 
eliminating such incidents from the field 
of play 

The referees, to be sure, have a lot to 
answer for when violent play is seen to be 
getting out of hand and when on-field louts 
go unpunished 

But there are higher authorities, watch- 
dogs like the ASF and the NSL that not 
only have the right but the obligation to 
keep the game clean

Juventus coach John 
Margaritis — a member of 
the 1962 team that won 
Bellas s 1 iret 
championship — stood tall 
at Middle Park once more 
aiter Juventus had re- 
placed Hellas at the top of 
the Southern Division Jad- 
der. 

In the finest game of the 
season, Juventus vanquished 
Hellas due to the extra- 
ordinary ability of Mike Peter- 
sen, the breathtaking goalkee- 
Ping of Yakka Banovic and the 
shrewd leadership of Margari- 
tis. 

Hellas, though, fought tooth 
and nail until the end — even 
after Steve Blair had been sent 
off in the 78th minute, and 
John Yzehdoorn had limped off 
with a nasty injury five 
minutes earlier, 

But Hellas missed the 
creativity usually provided by 
Oscar Crino in midfield, Crino 
was serving a one-match sus- 
pension, 

Strikers Doug Brown and 
Charlie Egan compensated for 
for Crino's absence by playing 
some defence-splitting one- 
twos in the first half — one of 
which resulted in a goal and 
the other in an unbelievable 
miss by Egan.

It’s so hard not to 
sympathise with 
Peter Sheean one 
shouldn’t even try. 
This enterprising 
marketeer, West 
Nally pro-consul, ex- 
Parramatta Stadium 
protagonist and now 
power behind the 
ASF throne, last 
week gave notice of 
plans so ambitious 
they made me shud- 
der. 


Sheean, this George Pep- 
pard look-alike, said he wants 
to reform our soccer calendar. 
Well, he didn't use those very 
words but the sum total of his 
thoughts amounted to it. 

He intimated — nay, threat- 
ened — that he might switch 
off the free-flowing West Nally 
funds unless his international 
promotions get better co-oper- 
ation from our soccer in- 
frastructure. 

What Sheean had in mind 
was this. He wants all lower 
grade and junior soccer 
matches scrapped on the day 
big internationals are held ina 
city, enabling amateurs, 
juniors and their parents to 
watch world stars in action. 

This, of course, is not purely 


* for their education but for the 


sake of better attendances. An 
eminently worthy idea. 

Then Sheean also wants to 
ensure that whenever the 


major football venues of a city | 


are available on a Sunday, his 
internationals will be played 
on a Sunday, not the day be- 
fore, and followed next day by 
an NSL round. A logical plan. 

it's hard to argue with 
either of his requests (de- 
mands might be more accura- 
te, knowing the Irish stubborn- 
ness of the man). 

I feel. the NSL may agree to 
any reasonable proposal; even 
a small subsidy from West 


‘Nally — possibly even the 


promise of one ~- would sweet- 
en their pill. 

But Sheean will find the 
amateurs and juniors a totally 
different proposition. 

Both bodies pretend to be 
fiercely independent, they 
have traditionally ignored the 
wishes of the NSW Federation, 
NSL, ASF, FIFA, the damned 
lot. 

On countless occasions in 
the past, the various junior as- 
sociations went on with their 
own little competitions and 
promotions when these clash- 
ed with big senior programs. 

We might have had Santos 
with Pele in Sydney, a grand 
final or two or even World Cup 
matches — but our little junior 
carnivals or play-off series 
went ahead as scheduled, 

Mind you, Austrailan soccer 
has that habit of telling author- 
ities where to get off. .. 

In 1974 we became the first 
and only country in the world 
having a team in the World 
Cup finals — while, simulta- 
neously, the domestic (State) 
championships went on, with 
only a few games postponed, 

The junior officials have 
been called every unflattering 
thing under the sun for their 
lack of co-operation but they 
have refused to budge. And 
they will refuse asgain. 

Because they cannot budge. 

What senior soccer is asking 
for is the sacrifice of "‘postpo- 
ning"’ junior matches on those 
red-letter days, 

But postponement isx really 
cancellation. There are no 
spare days in the soccer calen- 
dar.

week evening because there 
are no floodlit grounds. At the 
end of the season, they cannot 
extend their calendar by a few 
weeks + because there are no 
grounds available. ; : 

Cricket, which went into hi- 
bernation at Easter, takes 
over again. 

The chronic shortage of sub- 
urban grounds — or rather, the 
heavy usage of them by 
various sports — poses big 
problems. Nobody has man- 
aged to overcome these so far. 
The odds are against Peter 
Sheean, 

Australian sport is hopeless- 
ly fragmented. On the Conti- 
nent, football grounds are used 
for football 95 percent of the 
time; the exceptions are the 
occasional, very rare outdoor 
handball games. 

But in Australia, cricket and 
football share the year. Within 
the context of ‘football’ 
soccer must further share the 
grounds with three other 
codes, 

And that's why junior soccer 
cannot and will not consider 
giving up those previous days 
when they do have the 
grounds. 

If Peter Sheean and the ASF 
hope to entice amateurs,

marnock as the result of a 
$250,008 transfer in 1978. 

Provan often is described 
as the archetypal Scottish 
player, having fearnt the 
basic skills through endless- 
ly dribbling a ball around 
local streets as a boy. 

He already had won an 
under-2t international cap 
before moving to Parkhead, 
but it is at Celtic that his rep- 
utation has been established. 

The first season with 
Celtic produced a Scottish 
League Champions’ medal 
and the second a Scottish 
Cup Winners’ medal, the 
latter after playing magnifi- 
cently in the Final against 
Glasgow Rangers as a mid- 
fielder. 

Provan’s tireless running, 
allied to excellent ball con- 
trol and passing ability, 
would seem to make him an 
ideal linkman, but he feels 
most comfortable on the 
wing, preferably on the right 
side (although appearances 
have been made on the left 
flank). 

The Celt made his senior 
international debut at Brus- 
sells in 1979, coming on as 
substitute, a role he was to 
fill three more times before 
getting a full 90 minutes in 
April, 1981, aginst Israel at 
Hampden Park. He cele- 
brated with a goal, 

After a brilliant exhibition 
against Sweden four months 
later, Provan seemed assur- 
ed of a long run in the nation- 
al team, only for a cartilage 
injury to keep him out of 
action for the majority of the 
1981-82 season. 

Hopes of appearing in the 
1982 World Cup Finals 
seemed bleak, until he was 
called up for duty against 
Northern Ireland within 
days of making a comeback 
with Celtic, 

Provan did travel to Spain, 
but he didn’t play. 

The following domestic 
season saw him in peak 
form. Perhaps his most 
memorable performance 
came in the Scottish League 
Cup Final, which not only 
yielded him a _ winners’ 
medal to complete a set of 
domestic henors, but also 
the “Man of the Match” 
award, 

Although Provan has con- 
tinued to feature in the 
Celtic team always con- 
tending for Scotland’s major 
prizes, he remains ignored 
by Jock Stein and an L1th 
senior Cap now seems unlike- 


ly. 
His outings for Olympic 
suggest that Stein has erred.

per impossibilita’ di ottenere il 
necessario supporto morale e

Si sfascera’ nel 1986? Per 
quanto riguarda ‘‘vincere tut- 
to’, [a squadra di oggi ha 





certamente le carte in regola, 
ma le condizioni sono com- 
biate e forse sulla carta i suoi 
risultati non potranno essere 
uguali a quella della Juventus 
de Boggi. Allora bastava vin- 
cere if campionato statale e 
battere la vincitrice del camp- 
ionato statale del N.S.W.; oggi 
arrivare primi alla fine del 
campionato non significa 
niete; vincere i] duro torneo a 
cinque di fine campionato non 
Significa niente neémmeno; bi-

Nazionale per poter fregiarsi 
dell’unico titolo in palio.

Ma Tlinterrogativo piu’ 
esasperante e’ quello che ri- 
guarda il prossimo anno. Senza 
voler fare i conti in tasea alla 
Juventus che negli ultimi due 
anni aveva fatto registrare 
notevoli profitti di gestione 
grazie alla giudiziosa ammi- 
nistrazione sotto le presidenze 
di Manenti e Verduci e all’ in- 
credibile quantita’ e qualita’ di 
lavoro espletato dalla pre- 
idente del comitato femminile

Gli at- 
tuali dirigenti non se la senti- 
ranno di iniziare un altro anno 
con un deficit e vorranno con- 
sedersi un perido di merit- 
atissimo risposo dopo tre anni 
di estenutate lavoro, di contin- 
ua infusione di fondi dalle 
Proprie tashce, di tempo 
rubato alle proprie attivita’ 
commiericali e professionali e 
alle proprie famiglie? Se lo fa- 
ranno nessuno potra’ dar loro 
torto, anzi tutti dovranno loro 
eterna gratitudine per aver ri- 
Sollevanto la Juventus dal bur- 
rone ed averla rimessa su una 
strada laga e pianeggiante. 

Tony Schiavello riusciara' a 
continuare ed a trovare un 
gruppo di collaboratori capaci, 
generosi e assassionati come 
quelii che sono in carica da 
almeno tre anni? E il comitato 
che guidera’ Ja Juventus nel 
1986 capira’ che qualsiasi defi- 
cit (se ci sara‘) sara’ da con- 
siderare in relazione ai capi- 
tali di giocatori, amministra- 
zione, reputazione, glorie e se- 
guito e che continuando sulla 
Stessa strada saranno annul- 
lati : deficit e si entrera’ in 
profitto? O avremo dei diri- 
genti che la penseranno alla 
vecchia maniera e svende- 
ranno i giocatori per cercare 
di bilanciare (inutilmente) i 
libri contabili e cosi’ iniziare 
una nuova crisi finanziaria e 
tecnica della squarda? 

La risposta per ora e’ impos- 
sibile, ma _ tutti siamo 
certamente d’accordo che un 
ripetersi dello sfascio del 1971 
sarebbe la fine della Juventus. 
Per questo che abbiamo pro- 
posto questa considerazione 
adesso che si veleggia con il 
vento in poppa, senza aspet- 
tare l‘inevitabile periodo di bo- 
naccia alla fine dell’anno 
quando i trionfi sprotivai sa- 
ranno dimenticati dj fronte ai
